Purchase of an average of 2.35 
Christmas seals by Charlevoix County 
residents’ placed the county. forty- 
seventh in Michigan in the 1931 seal 
sale, a tabulation prepared by the 
Michigan Tuberculosis Association 
shows. The average per capita sale 
forthe eighty-three counties of the 
State was 3.42 cents. 

The total sale in Charlevoix County 
to date, $282.40, is expected to.be 
slightly increased by remittances for 
allotments of seals not yet accounted 
for. 

Summary of the medical work done 
by the Association during the past 
school. year shows that 4,300 grade 
and high school children have receiv- 
led the tuberculin skin test, and. that 
over 700 have been X-rayed. As a

Driven by sore need because of the i 
famine, .Joseph’s’ brethren came - to 
Egypt to buy food. As—Joseph--per- 
sonally dispensed the food, he. imme- 
diately recognized his brethren upon 
thelr arrival in Egypt, but they did 
not recognize him. Jn this test Joseph 
1. Accused them of being spies 
(429-17). He declared that they had 
‘¢ome to see the nakedness of the land. 
In spite of their protests of inno- 
eency, he cast. them into prison and 
demanded that their younger brother 
be brought as.a proof of the truth- 
fulness of their word. 
2, He kept Simeon as a hostage 
Joseph. declared that be- 
enuse he feared God he‘sent the rest 


ilies, demanding that Benjamin be 
brought to him. ‘To further impress 
them with his wisdom and power, Jo- 
seph ordered the money of every one. . 
to be restored in his sack. Upon the 
discovery of the money they exclaimed, 
“What hath God done to us?” 

3. Benjamin’s: peril (44:2-13), Br . 
a clever device Joseph's cup was placed 
in Benjamin's sack and was used as 
an oceasion for bringing them back 
on the charge of theft. Convicted 
now .of their sins gnd realizing the 
seriousness of their situation, Judah 
pleaded for the relelise of Benjamin. 
Benjamin was now ‘being held as the 
one supposedly guilty of theft. 

HW. Judah's Pleas (44:18-34), 

1. For the turning away of Joseph's 
anger (vy. 18-32). In this plea he re- | 
cited the history of the family, ‘theit: 
coming to Egypt, and appealed to Jo- 
seph on the basis of the effect upor 
Jacob, their father. if Benjamin were ~ 
not permitted to accompany them 
home. In most powerful and persua- 
sive language he set forth the tové of 
Jacob for Benjamin, the son of his 
old. age, and the sole survivor of his 
beloved wife, Rachel. His plea was 
as much for his father as for Benjamin. 

2. That he himself might be kept in 
slavery instead of Benjamin (vy. 33, 
34). In this he showed his true worth, 
that is, as betng avorthy of the trust 
reposed in him hy Jacob his father. 

Itt. Joseph Reveals His Identity 
(45:1-19). 

Afier such a plea as Judah had 
made it is not surprising ‘that, Toseph 
comd no longer restrain himself. 

1. We deeléred his identity (vv. 1-3). 


This act. on the part of Joseph 
troubled them, It ought to have made 
them glid. Under ordinary circum- 


stances this. would have been a time 
of exceeding joy, but their sins were 
in. the’ way. This not only affords. 
a- beautiful example of forgiving love, 
but most . beautifully illustrates, 
Christ's dealing with his brethren, the 
Jews. When fhe seven years of fam- 
ine came his brethren who had left 
him and sold him were compelled ites 
eome to him for aid. Joseph dealt 
severely with his bréthren’ to test 
them and to bring them to repentance. 

2. We bade his brethren come-near 
to him (vv, 4-8). When he revealed 
himself to them, the remembrance of 
their sins pierced them through, Uow 
just it would have heen now for Jo- 
seph to tuke teneveance upon. them 
Joseph's first question was about his 
fathotishowing that his desire was to | 
put their thoughts far away from their 
crime. He invited them to come near 
unto him und assured- them that God 
had overruled their crime for salva- 
tien, They meant it for evil, but it 4 
was part of God's plan for good. He 
comforted them. . This is exactly what 
Christ will do for his brethren, the 
Jews. He wilh. become reconciled unto 
them and become thetr Saviour and 
Benefactor. Just as all Egypt was 
abliged to cOme-to Joseph for gsuste- 
nance, and become the servants of 
Pharaoh through: him, so will all the 
world come to Christ for his blessing 
and be reconciled to God through him. 

8. Joseph sent his brethren away 
with good news (vv. 9-15). As soon: 
as-Joseph's brethren knew him and 
were reconciled to him they were sent 
with glad tidings to thelr father. As 
soon as the Jews come ‘to know Jesus 
Christ as the Messiah he will send 
them away to the ‘ends of the enrth 
with the good -news ‘of his saving 
grace.

UNE 14 is Flag day and on that. day 
patriotic Americans will pay tribute 
to the emblem which “symbolizes the 
freedom, equality, justice and human- 
ity for which our. forefathers sacri- 
ficed their lives and personal. for- 
tunes” and which “represents a na- 
tion ‘of over 100,000,000 free people, its Con- 


“: atitution and institutions, its achievements, and 


aspirations.” . Everywhere—over homes, busi- 
ness offices and public buildings—the Red, White 
and Blue will be displayed in celebration of 
the anniversary of the day when the Continental 
congress in session in Philadelphia “Resolved, 
That the Mlag of the thirteen United States be 
thirteen stripes, alternate red and white; that 
the Union be thirteen stars, white in a blue 
field, representing a new constellation.” 
. There are several places in the United States 
which hive become “flag shrines” because of 
their ‘association with the history of our flag 
and there. could be no’ more appropriate celebra- 
tion of Flag day than a visit to one of these 
shrines on that day. 

One of them is the little ‘house at 239 Arch 
atreet in Philadelphia, where once lived Eliza- 
beth Griscom Ross, famous in American legend 


as “Betsy Ross," -who,-even-though she may not ~ 


have been, as the legend has it, “the maker of 
the first American flag,” was certainly one of 
the early ones. Another is the reconstructed 
Fort McHenry in Maryland where-was-displayed 
the flag which ‘provided the inspiration, for 


_ Francis Scott Key's .“Star Spangled Banner.” 


Still another ts the case tm the National mu- 
seum in Washington where is displayed the very 
fag which Key saw “by the dawn’s early 
Nghe.” 
aspiration for the immortal poem that hag be- 
come out national anthem—"“The Star-Spangled 
Banner." Then, too, there fs the monument 
in Old City cemetery in Nashville, Tenn., which 
warks the last resting place of Capt. William 
Pwiver. the New England sea captain, who first 
enlled the flag. “Old Glory.” 

Interesting as all of these are because of 
their individual parts in the history of our 


‘@mational emblem, there is no place, perhaps, 


' where so much flag. history can be found in one 
place as in the museum at the United. States 
Military academy at West Point. In Its, cases 

are displayed colora which not only. cover more 

_ than a century of American history but which, 
as individual flags, played their part ia stirring 
events in-all of our wars from the Revolution 


& to the Spanish-Americar war, - 


One group of flags which has a spectal appeal 
‘during this, the Washington bicentennial year, 
1s composed of British and Hessian ‘colots which 
were once the property of Gen. George Wash- 


* ington, having probably been surrendered at York-

“Ansbach-Bayreuth, German mercenaries col- 
ora, bearing the date of 1770, captured at York- 
town” and “Flags. captured from the Heasians, 
one taken at Trenton, and two others either cap- 
tured at Trenton or-.at Yorktown." No doubt 
Washington-often looked upon these colors, while 
they were in his. possession, with particular. 
pride for they were ‘relics of the two high pelts 
in-his career as a ‘soldier. 

Reminiscent of the flerce border wars in New 
York during the Revolution, when green-coated 
Tory and black-painted Iroquois curried the toma- 
hawk and the torch against their erstwhile neigh- 
hors who had Pspoused the Pathiot. cause, are 
two flags close} by those previously” described. 
One is labeled “Captured English colors, prob- 
ably Revolutionary war or War of 1812. Imita- 
tion British king’s colors'or Unton Jack.

The Civil war flags in the museum are legion,

war flag there {s one which is labeled thus: "Flag 
of the First New York Zouaves (Col. Ephriam 
Elmer Ehsworth's Zouaves). It is claimed that 
this flag was placed-on the staff of the Marshall 
house in Alexandria, Va., May 24, 1861, by Col- 
onel Ellsworth after he had- pulled down’ the 
Stars! and Bars. He was shot dead by the hotel 
proprietor while descending the stairs. There 


_is s0me doubt as to whether or not this is really 


the flag since it has 36° stars on it and the 
American fiag did not have that number of stars 
until between October 31, 1864, and March 
1, 1867.” 

Not so ‘historic, perhaps, ‘as ‘the Ellsworth 
flag (if it, is indeed the Ellsworth flag) but hav- 
ing connected with it a remarkable story js an- 
other carried by the Thirteenth United. States 
Missouri Volunteer Infantry regiment. Here is 
the story: On Sunday morning, April 6, 1862, at 
the Battle of Shiloh the Confederates attacked: 
soon after sunrise. The regiment advanced to a 
bridge near Shiloh, leaving its camp flag flying 
and only a few sick men to protect it: - One, 9 
boy named Beem, was a member .of the color 
The regiment was forced. to retreat 
through its own camp. Cannon balls were flying 
through the air and one cf them passed through 
the flag. Beem hatiled down the flug, undressed 
wrapped the flag around his body and. dressed in 
larger’ garments made his way safely through 
the thick of the fightin time to save the regi. 
mental flag. For this he was commissioned as 
an Officer. This flag was présented td Professor 
Church of the military academy faculty In 1874 
by. Col. Crafts J. Wright of Glendale, Ohio, wha 
commanded the Thirteenth Misspurl- during that 
historic Sunday battle. “It was not such a 
peaceful Sunday morning,” wrote “Colonel” Wright. 
“My regiment lost.89 killed ‘and wounded in 
about an hour, among ‘them’ all of my fleld and 
staff officers.”

When planting asparagus roots the

Lambs Did Well When 
. Fed on Russian Thistle 
“One ‘of the surprising outcomes of 
a lamb-feeding - experiment at ‘the 
} Akron (Colo.) station, was the result 
of feeding Russian thistle, an abund- 
ant weed pest on Colorado. farms: 
Eleven lots of twenty lambs each, av- 
-eraging 59 pounds, were fed ninety 
days.. Russian thistle, ground and fed 
as toughage, was found worth $4.58 
per ton in feed replacement value. 
Some of the thistles fed-were raked 
out of fence corners, while others had 
been cut green and allowed to cure 
‘for the test. Some of the whole this- 
ties were fed to cull-lambs on ‘the

Johnson was a hunted mau since the 
day eight weeks ago when he wounded 
Constable’ A. E, King, who had tried 
to arrest him as a trap thief. . Three 
weekg ago he killed Constable EB. Mil- 
len. 

The police realized: then that ‘they 
were dealing with the cunning of mad- 
ness and redoubled their efforts. It 
was not at easy task. Time after 
time he fought pitched battles. with 
them and escaped, aided by expert use 
of all the craft of the northland. 

On January 10 a posse surrounded 
his. cabin and laid siege to it for 16 
hours. He fought them back, an auto- 
Matic in each hand. Finally three 
men stayed to guard the cabin while 
messengers went for reinforcements. . 

They found aftér their return on 
January 26 that Johnson had slipped 
away, He was tracked into a valley 
near Aklavik. At bay, he faced his 
pursuers again. This was the. time 
he killed Constable Millen, And John- 
gon once again escaped. 

How he managed to exist. no one 
knows. Blizzards and the 40 below 
vero temperature apparently did not 
faze him. He kept mushing on with 
but scant sleep. Where-he got his 
food was a mystery. 

A few days ago, however, the moun- 
tles detected signs of exhaustion, The 
thi began te zigzag and the steps 
grew shorter. It was the beginning of 
the end. Early in the morning the 
mounties closed in on Jehnson and 
the end was inevitable. :
